of fine and enforced labor as a punish- 
ment carry little weight. Extreme 
measures will have to be taken to 
bring about a proper condition of af- 
fairs in this respect, and it will take 
many months of example and string- 
ent enforcement of regulations to 
bring the people to an observance of 
what is clearly best for their health. 


In the military hospital of .the city 


there were, on July 28, 5J3 esses of the 
prevalent malarial feirer; 1*1 cases of 
dvsentery; 86 eases of diarrhoea; art- 
cases of aenemia and 19 cases of yel- 
low fever. The yellow fever cases are 
all among the Spanish soldiers. A 
week ago there were sis cases of this 
fever, and among the total of 19 cases 
there have been six deaths since the 
American occupation: Sixteen of the 
wounded Spanish soldiers in the hos- 
pital have died since the United States 
troops took possession of the town. 
To the city of Santiago there is this 
advantage from the rains of the wet 
season: The water rushes down the 
steep streets and sweeps away all man- 
ner of refuse and rubbish, Flushing 
streets as the rains do is like flushing 
the sewers in an American city.

Since July 16 until July 33,the. city 


was without a daily paper. On July 
3 the Espectador made its fi»st ap- 
pearance and printed the full Spanish 
test of President McKinley's procla- 
mation to the' people of Cuba.

3(Xi rirles and 
plenty of ammunition. Dewey has proved 
himself too subtle- a diplomat to commit 
either himself or the government to any 
wild scheme. Fancy a republic of some 
8,000.000 people, of whom one-half 
are 


savages, and the rest, not more 
than 


about r.0,«0ii exempted, -with such civiliza- 
tion as Spain chose 'to impart. Of these 
4.000,000 not more than i: per cent can 
read. The Spaniards and Phillpinos that 
is, natives of the Philippines of Spanish 
parents, number perhaps 100.000. To es- 
tablish a republican form of government 
under these circumstances would 
mean 


to plunge them at once into barbarism.

They are neith- 
er engineers nor scientific road-build- 
ers, and a little variation in the size 
of the stone, the effect of light rollers 
and insufficient rolling, or the use of 
clay for binding purposes, does not 
seem to them to be of much moment. 
They know that they car. finish up a 
job with a horse roller and plenty of 
clay for binding and make the sur- 
face appear as fine as can be desired. 
There their concern ends. 
The mud 


that works out with every rain and 
the rapidity with which large stones 
show through the surface do cot trou- 
ble them. Macadam is not perhaps an 
ideal road, but there is a vast differ- 
ence between different sorts of road 
built under that name. If rightly con- 
structed and judiciously maintained, 
thoroughly satiL.xctory results are as- 
sured; but if more or less crudely 
buiH, and then indifferently maintain- 
ed or neglected, as is apt to be the 
case, it is an expensive luxury likely 
to cause disappointment. It is folly 
to suppose that anyone can build a 
road. 
It requires special knowledge 


and experience to construct one prop- 
erly and a rigid adherence to

As'this 
signal was mi up Perry, on the flag- 
ship Laurence, -brought forth a beau- 
tiful flag bearing the memorable dy- 
ing words of *S.e:<, gallant Iawren.ce,- 
"Bon't give tip the ship!" and ordered 
it flung to the breeze from the mast- 
head o£ his vessel.

The battle began, at 11:45 hy a shot 


the British Detroit directed to the 


This was immediately an- 


swered. and ball and .Shelljiew fast and 
forlons between v the -opposing fleets. 
The English, concentrating most of 
their shotfr oa th« lAwrence, soon ren- 
dered the vessel unmanageable; but 
she brscveiy kept tip the fight for two 
fccrers Shot and shell played havoc 
Toth her decks and giiiis, and the car- 
sage was terrible. After a time all 
«f her guns but one became useless 
aad only a small number of her men 
•were unhurt. Perry then rushed up 
to the remaining gun, and with his own 
hands discharged .,ir at tae enemy. 


Seeing that his 'vessel was fast going 


to pieces, and that his men were rap- 
idly dwindling under the terrible ttre, 
Perry got his crew together and in a 
small boat left the Lawrence at 2:30 
p. m , and amid a. terrible rain of shot 
and shell— for the enemy had discover- 
ed his intentions— rowed . oat to 
the 


Niagara, which had taken but a small 
part in tae engagement. He succeed- 
PD Eiraeramsly ia reaching this vessel, 
ana at once took command and ordered 
to close in. on the British ship. 


A3 the Niagara dr«w near 'two -of the 


Pnghsa vessels, the Detroit and Queen 
Caroline, fouled and became practically 
useless At once the Niagara and the 
otier American vessels poured a de- 
structiva fire upon them. In a snort 
time, really within a few minutes, one 
of the English vessels surrendered, and 
the others followed in quick succession 
imtil all resistance had ceased 
and 


Perry v^as master of Lake Erie. 
A 


young man, under thirty, had succeed- 
ed in making England, for the first 
time in her history, surrender an "en- 
tire na"sl squadron. — From "Famous 
Naval Battles:" in Frank Leslie's Pop- 
ular Monthly for July. 


in his garden, and in it installed a male 
and a female toad, ..To attract food for 
them, he placed within the enclosure 
bits of intiat and boas. The result? 
were as satisfactory as they were un- 
expected. The toads spent most of 
their time sitting within reaching dis- 
tance of the bait, and .caught the flies 
attracted to it. 


The fact seemed to he established 


that if toads were encouraged to fre- 
quent the gardens, there would 
ba 


vary much less annoj'ance from flies 
during the dog-days.

Another experiment was with bats. 


Doctor Hodge's attention was turned 
to them through the Codlin moth, the 
insect to blame for moat worm-eaten 
apples. In an orchard near his home 
Doctor Hodge found nine -grubs ot 
this insect in a minute. Chancing to 
go to another orchard, hardly a mile 
from the first, he found only four of 
the grubs in an hour's search.

prepared for them in the dead, whose 
bodies would glisten when first killed 
with snowy whiteness in the dazzling 
•sunlight, so that yon could -see them 
dotting the plains fro'.^ afar off. while 
the hot winds from the south that 
tanned your face would be heavy with 
the smell of human carrion.

of Spanish in their "\enis, educated* 
largely through tne religious agencies! 
of Spain, who revolted again, three.' 
years ago, against all things Spanish,, 
They ar* found in Ltuou, ia Paaay 
and in -some other islands, and theji 
are the insurgents of to-day. 


In a word, it may be .said that tha 


vast resources of the Philippines havo 
been tapped only,*jong the very se* 
edge.

Cycling *n«t Insanity. 


One of Scotland's insanity experts. 


Dr. Haveloek, of the Moutrose Boyai 
Lunatic Asylum, testifies in an official 
report to tho yalue of the bicycle *« 
an aid in the care of mental diseases. 
In speaking of the patients under his 
care Dr. Haveloek used these words: 


"A few of the gentlemen, in suita- 


ble cases, had been allowed to cycle, 
and had mateiially improved mental- 
ly and physically in consequence. It 
is believed that this form, of exerciss 
and recreation has a beneficial effect 
in the early stages o£ some iormn of 
mental disoider, and Ihare seeasev-- 
eral cases where it has hastened coa- 
v&lesrence and established a sound 
recovery.
